M anufacturers and Shippers’ associa­ 
tion. including in its membership prac­ 
tically all the big m anufacturers of the 
state, is look ing for trouble.

that it may tak e up the grievance and 
thereby start something with the rail- 
I roads. 
The association wishes to be- 
j come the aggresor in a healthy fight. 
In this way. it is thought, certain re­ 
forms may be brought about, for the 
j association is confident that it will be 
victor in any trouble that may be 
started by it. 
For months and months shippers in 
Indiana have been greatly inconveni­ 
enced by delay of shipments in inter­ 
state traffic, over which the railroad 
commission has no control. 
Relief 
seems impossible under ex isting rules 
and statutes. 
Every time a shipper 
complains he is met by the retort 
from the railroads: 
“Well, if you are 
damaged, why don’t you look to the 
courts for redress?" 
This retort has 
been made so frequently and so in­ 
solently, the shippers think , that they 
are now seek ing an opportunity to ap­ 
peal to the courts. 
To do this the association of ship­ 
pers wishes to tak e up the complaint 
of some member who has suffered. 
Specific instances of delay causing In­ 
convenience and annoyance are being 
ask ed f*w 
These cases when they 
are submitted will be gone over by 
the attorney for the association, and 
the best ones selected on which to 
base suits.

THE MEN WHO KNOW 


Health Officers Receiving Instructions 
Regarding Vital Statistics Law. 
Indianapolis, Oct. 15.—Health offi­ 
cers over the state are receiving in­ 
structions from the state board of 
health in regard to the new vital sta­ 
tistics law. 
This law, which was en­ 
acted by the last legislature, requires 
doctors and midwives to report all 
births. 
In reporting births the orig­ 
inal information shall be sent to the 
state board of health, while copies of 
the reports are k ept by the county 
authorities. 
In this way the state 
board of health gets correct informa­ 
tion. 
Previously to this time errors have 
been made in copying the reports, and 
in some case health officers have fail­ 
ed to send in the desired information. 
Reports of deaths also are to be sent in 
to the state board in the same manner. 
Dr. ,T. N. Hurty, secretary of the state 
board, believes that a complete birth 
record is highly essential. 
In many 
cases in the past inheritances and pen­ 
sions have been lost because the birth 
records were not adequate. 


Will Probe Graft Charges. 
Goshen, Ind., Oct. 15.—The people 
of Elk hart connty are much wrought 
up over the instructions of Judge Jas. 
S. Dodge of the Elk hart circuit court, 
to grand jurors, recently called in spe­ 
cial session 
to investigate charges 
made by the press. 
"Do your duty 
fearlessly, without favor, regardless 
of whom It strik es.'’ was the admoni­ 
tion of the court. 
The court directed 
the grand 
jury 
to investigate all 
charges of alleged "graft" In the coun­ 
ty and township offices, which means 
that the record of every county and 
township officer in Elk hart county for 
the last twenty years is to be look ed 
after. 


Engineers Mak e Demands, 
Fort Wayne. Ind . O ct 15.—A com­ 
m ittee of the W abash engineers run­ 
ning west of Danville presented a pa­ 
per to the officials calling for a sched­ 
ule of $4 instead of the present $3.70 
a hundred miles, but it is not k nown 
what the result will be.
